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A Didsbury daycare is under investiga¬ 
tion and is reviewing its own policies 
and procedures after a child under its 
care went missing for an undetermined 
period of time last Tuesday. 

Caleb Fifield, a five and a half year old 
Didsbury boy, was found by staff alone 
in a vehicle used by Kidz Playhouse 
Daycare staff during a search of the 
property last Tuesday. 

Staff had been unable to find the 
youngster when his mother arrived to 
pick him up following the end of her 
work shift at 5 p.m. 

“I thought it was a joke at first, like 
maybe he was just hiding. Then I saw his 
shoes weren’t there and his backpack 
wasn’t there. And then 1 just panicked,” 
said a still audibly upset Ashley Kiekki, 
his mother last week. 

By all accounts, the 
youngster had been 
picked up, along with 
the other Kidz 
Playhouse charges “We're /

The youngster was 
not physically harmed, say Central 
Alberta Child and Family Service 
Authority officials. 

The authority as well as the RCMP are 
investigating. 

“At this point they are in a situation in 
which a child was potentially at risk,” 
said Rhonda Coubrough, spokesperson 
for the Central Alberta Child and Family 
Service Authority. 

Daycare officials declined an inter¬ 
view but issued a written statement. 

“On the afternoon of Tuesday, June 12, 
we had an isolated incident of a child 
not being under our direct care. The 
child was recovered quickly without

harm. This incident has caused us to 
review our extensive policies and pro¬ 
cedures to further ensure we provide all 
children with the absolute best care 
possible. We appreciate the outpouring 
of support we have relived from parents 
of the children in our daycare and the 
community at large,” read the state¬ 
ment. 

Riekki has since quit her full-time job 
at AG Foods, opting instead to work 
every second weekend when her fiance 
is able to watch Caleb and his two-and- 
a-half year old brother. 

“I can’t leave him. I’m scared to death. 
It’s going to take a lot to trust again,” 
said Riekki. 

Child and Family Service Authority 
officials say an incident such as this 
does not occur frequently. 

“It does cause us great concern 
though when it does happen,” said 

Coubrough. 

She said Child and

The daycare is licensed for a maxi¬ 
mum of eight children between the ages 
of 13 and 18 months and a maximum of 
20 children between t he ages of 19 and 
83 months. 

“We’re just happy this child is okay 
recognizing that the child and family 
will have trauma from it,” she said. 

Riekki said she still can’t understand 
how or why her son was found in a vehi¬ 
cle, alone, outside of the daycare. 

“1 need to know. I’m upset and hurt 
and I feel so helpless. I feel like 1 let 
him down,” she said.

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MP Myron Thompson announces retirement

After 14 colourful and sometimes controversial years in 
Parliament, Wild Rose Conservative MP and Sundre resi¬ 
dent Myron Thompson announced Monday that he will 
not seek re-election. 

Citing ongoing health concerns, including the need for 
leg surgery, Thompson said that although he has already 
been nominated by his party in the riding, he will relin¬ 
quish the nomination and not run again. 

“I’m at the age now that I’m starting to have these old 
age problems and to continue would be too hard,” said 
Thompson, 71. “I just can’t keep the pace any longer. If I 
run in the next election I would be there (in Parliament) 
until I’m 80 and that’s way too old.” 

Although he has had several heart surgeries over the 
past decade, Thompson says that’s not part of his health 
troubles. 

"My heart’s in great shape; it’s the rest of my body that’s 
falling apart. My heart hasn’t bothered me for years. I’ve 
got to get some work done on my leg and it’s really going 
to slow me down. I will finish up this term and do as best 
as 1 can. 


“The reason I’m doing this now is I 
want to give an opportunity to those 
who are interested time to get organ¬ 
ized and get ready for the race, to get 
organized.” 

First elected as a Reform candidate 
in 1993, Thompson won four subse¬ 
quent elections, all by wide margins. 
He is currently the second oldest MP 
in Parliament, being six months 
younger than Independent MP Joe 
Comuzzi. 

Thompson was acclaimed in the summer of 2006 as his 
party’s candidate in Wild Rose for the next federal elec¬ 
tion, which has not been called. 

Thompson will retain his seat in Parliament until the 
next federal election. 

The Conservative Party can be expected to make a call 
for nominations in the riding in August or September, with 
a vote in October or November, he said. 

Over the years Thompson has been a strong opponent of 
same sex marriage and Liberal gun control legislation. He 
has been one of the most outspoken Coaservative MPs, 
well known for his ever-present cowboy hat. 


Fourteen years in Parliament has left him keen to see 
democratic reform, he said. 

“1 was a reformer when I went in and I’m always a 
reformer in my heart. I have gone along with the choice of 
the people to change in the manner we have, but down 
deep I still have a real longing to see the day when true 
democratic reform takes place. I will always be wailing for 
the great day when some real reforms take place in thus 
country." 

“I’m pleased over the past year and a half that we have 
been scandal free, and the Accountability Act is having its 
effect,” he added. 

Asked if he has any regrets, Thompson said, “No. I set* 
that some of the things I’ve been working on on the nation¬ 
al scene, such as the fight against child pornography, are 
starting to catch fire. My only hope is we continue the fight 
until this mess is cleaned up and that the Charter of 

Rights isn’t used to protect pedophiles at the exclusion 
of our kids.” 

Asked what his plaits for retirement are, Thompson said 
he hopes to keep active with the party. 

“They certainly want me to remain available,” he said. 

Thompson was scheduled to hold a press conference in 
Ardrie Monday evening to announce his plans to retire.

Locals weigh in on minimum wage increase

The province’s latest bid in boosting 
minimum wage to $8 an hour will have the 
opposite effect to what politicians intend, 
says a local businessman. 

Provincial government officials 
announced last week that the lowest 
hourly wage employers can pay employ¬ 
ees will jump to $8 from $7 effective Sept. 
1. 

In making the announcement, employ¬ 
ment minister Iris Evans said the increase 
will help Alberta employers recruit and 
retain new employees. 

Scott Puttick, owner of Didsbury 
Drycleaners and the Didsbury Chamber of 
Commerce president, disagrees. 

“Most small businesses are struggling. 


This is just one more nail in the coffin,” he 
said. 

Alberta’s economic boom is already pric¬ 
ing some employers out of the employee 
market, he said. 

“In certain areas they’re closing their 
doors. They can’t get staff or are having to 
pay too much to get them that they can’t,” 
said Puttick. “Myself, I have a small busi¬ 
ness. I’m right on the border. I can’t afford 
to keep raising my prices to pay someone 
$10, $12, or $15 an hour just to stand at the 
front counter.” 

According to the provincial government, 
three per cent of Alberta’s workforce - 
about 41,000 people - currently earn less 
than $8 per hour. 

With Alberta’s vibrant economy and low 
unemployment, provincial officials say 
most employers are already paying more 


than minimum wage. 

And therein lies the problem, says 
Ihittick. 

“Those people that are making $10 an 
hour, they say minimum wage is now $8 an 
hour, so they want more too,” he said. 

Small businesses will be unable to keep 
customers if prices continually have to be 
increased to pay for wage increases, he 
said. 

The food service industry says the 
province missed an opportunity with this 
increase to help the restaurant industry 
deal with its labour shortage. 

The Canadian Restaurant and 
Foodservices Association estimates a 
shortage of about 11,000 restaurant work¬ 
ers in Alberta. 

The associat ion had asked the provincial 
government to introduce a wage differen¬ 


tial for front-of-house employees who earn 
gratuities. 

By holding the minimum wage at its cur¬ 
rent level for tipped employees, employers 
would have more flexibility to raise wages 
for back-of-house employees and attract 
more candidates for these positions. 

According to CRFA, restaurant wages 
have already increased by an average of 19 
per cent in Alberta in the past two years, 
yet the industry is still struggling with a 
worker shortfall. 

“Introducing a gratuity wage differ¬ 
ence would have helped restaurant oper¬ 
ators target wage increases to the more 
difficult to find, back-of-house employ¬ 
ees while maintaining wage stability for 
gratuity earners,” said Mark von 
Schellwitz, CRFA vice-president, 
Western Canada.

I like to read obituaries. Every 
one is a story that hints at drama, 
humour, adventure, tragedy and 
romance. The story is never com¬ 
plete, because nobody knows all of 
it, there is not enough room to print 
it, and because an obituary always 
paints the dear departed as a saint 
and a hero. Have you ever read 
about anyone who spent time in 
jail, was addicted to alcohol and 
drugs, neglected his kids, couldn't 
hold a job or a relationship, had no 
sense of humour, repeated long 
boring stories and defaulted on his 
alimony payments? No, I thought 
not, but these things are part of a 
lot of lives. So do the writers just 
leave out the bad parts and pretend 
that they don't exist? I suppose so, 
and I suppose that's the thing to do 
because even in the worst of us 
there are some redeeming features 
and even in the best of us there are 
faults that affirm our mortality. 

With Father’s Day just past, I have 
been thinking about my Dad and 
although he has been gone for 16 
years I still miss him. When I was 


very little I believed that should 
Jesus return to Earth, He would 
choose Dad for one of his disciples. 
Dad would probably not be Jesus’ 
main man, but definitely in the top 
five. As a teenager I realized that 
Dad was not totally perfect and I 
was disappointed and a bit put out, 
but when I became an adult and 
had kids of my own I appreciated 
him again and loved him for the 
fine human being he really was. I 
wrote his obituary and it told the 
story of a fine, talented, generous 
and honourable man who had 
accomplished a lot in his 90 years 
and left to mourn a family who 
adored him. It was a fine obituary 
and true, as far as it went, but there 
were a few things that got left out. 

Dad was so totally honest that he 
could not recognize dishonesty in 
others and so was a poor business¬ 
man who was sometimes taken 
advantage of. He lent money to 
bums and bought skinny wor-out 
animals that he felt sorry for, from 
people who needed money more 
than he thought we did. He loved 
and cared for his family but by 
today’s standards we didn't have 
much. He worked hard but never 
charged enough for what he did 
and he was prone to helping people 
for nothing. He was very well-read 
and a great storyteller but he had 
his prejudices and some of his 
beliefs were the product of his time 
and not acceptable to me today. His 
language was sometimes “colour¬ 
ful,” and he occasionally drank too 
much. 

He took in strays, human strays, 


and many a time our dinner table 
was stretched to the limit with 
hungry strangers that might have 
been deserving but Dad didn't ask. 
He gave things away, clothing, 
food, half the woodpile, garden 
produce. He'd have a periodic clean 
up and take a load of clothes and 
shoes to the Reserve. This once 
included all my summer shoes. 

Dad was an MLA and when the 
local liberal newspaper editor said 
that “we need a fighting MLA,” Dad 
knocked on his door and offered to 
punch his lights out. 

He made rhubarb wine in the 
basement. A barrel of it. He was a 
terrible driver. He had been a 
horseman all his life and I think 
that he would forget that he was in 
a car and expect his team to stay on 
the road while he watched the 
scenery. So when the car wandered 
toward a ditch or into oncoming 
traffic we would all scream, 
“Daaaaad" and he would jerk the 
car back onto the road. 

He believed that the International 
Monetary Fund and the World Bank 
were the cause of most of the 
world’s ills and he was probably 
right, but we got awfully tired of 
hearing about it. 

He once hired an unemployed, no 
talent, nincompoop to tune the 
piano and trim the flowering plum. 
It took three professional tunings 
to save the piano and the plum 
never recovered. 

He was an interesting, infuriating, 
complex, amazing man, and a won¬ 
derful Dad. I miss him. Happy 
Father’s Day.

Research shows that a young child’s language, social 
and literacy development depends on positive support¬ 
ive parent-child interactions, according to Hanen 
Centre officials. 

For some, the program may be a leg up for children 
who may be challenged to reach their full potential 
due to social or environmental challenges. 

For others, Charron said the program may reaffirm 
what parents are already doing and give them addition¬ 
al tools. 

All 14 participants of the training workshop, includ¬ 
ing ParentLink coordinators from Mountain View 
County, are now licensed to facilitate their own “You 
Make the Difference” workshops. 

Parents who take the program are guided through a 
step-by-step process that helps them learn the three 
As, said Charron. 

They will learn to allow their child to lead, adapt to 
share the moment with their child, and add experience 
and words at their child’s level.

A 25-year-old man from 
the Sylvan Lake area was 
arrested early Friday 
morning at a Westerdale 
area farm after leading 
police on a high-speed 
chase between Didsbury 
and Olds. 

The incident began 
when a member of the 
Olds RUMP was respond¬ 
ing to a call in Olds while 
northbound on Highway 
2A near Didsbury at about 
2:15 a.m. Despite having 
his emergency lights acti¬ 
vated, the member was 
slowed down by a north¬ 
bound white 2006 F-350 
pickup that failed to pull 
over for the police vehi¬ 
cle. Instead of pulling 
over, the pick-up sped up 
to 190 kilometres per 
hour. 

The truck, which was 
determined stolen from 
B.C., only slowed to 
speeds of 120 to 140 kilo¬ 
metres per hour as it 
turned west onto 
Township Road 32.4, then 
south onto Range Road 
2.4 and west onto 
Township Road 32.2. The 
truck came to a stop and 
was abandoned in a 
farmer’s field a short dis¬ 
tance away in the 
Westerdale area. 

Area resident Kerry 
Thorton was just heading 
out to milk his cows when 
he noticed a police car 
driving down his lane. 

“When they approached 
me they were in full gear 
and had their hands on 
their guns. 1 didn’t have a 
clue what was going on. I 
think they must have 
thought I was the guy,” 
said Thorton. 

After a search of the 
property, RCMP, with help 
from the Police Dog 
Services Unit, found the 
suspect hiding in 
Thorton’s hay shed. 

“I guess he thought the 
tractor would be a good 
place to hide. He had a 
logging chain tied around 
one door and his own belt 
around the other,” said 
Thorton. 

The suspect was arrest¬ 
ed without incident. 

Olds RCMP received 
assistance from the 
Didsbury and Sundre 
detachments as well as 
the RCMP Police Dog 
Services Unit. 

The investigation into 
the incident is ongoing.

'Tlie event began with a 
brief explanation of the leg¬ 
islation that governs all 
municipalities in Alberta 
and the duties of the 
mayor/reeve and all coun¬ 
cillors. It then explained all 
of the qualifications one 
must meet in order to be 
nominated to a position as 
well as some of the things 
that could disqualify a per¬ 
son from seeking office — 
being an employee of the 
municipality or owing taxes 
to a municipality, among 
them. 

The nomination process 
was also explained. This 
year, nomination day will be 
held September 17. 

Dale Withage, chief 
administrative officer for 
Olds, led the presentation. 
He noted that anyone think¬ 
ing of running for office 
should consider the time 
commitment involved. He 
said that for every meeting 
that someone is required to 
attend there is an equal 
amount of time spent read¬ 
ing various material and 
dealing with constituents. 
For the mayor or reeve’s 
position, even more time is 
needed to attend to munici¬ 
pal business. 

“The demands of time on 
you will be considerable," 
he said. 

A1 Kemmere, reeve of 
Mountain View County, said 
anyone considering running 
should talk to their employ¬ 
er before entering the race, 
so the employer knows 
what the time demands 
would be as well. 

After the brief explana¬ 
tion, each of t he municipali¬ 
ties broke into groups to 
give people attending the 
meeting a chance to ask 
administration and elected 
officials of their particular 
municipality questions 
about various facets of 
being an elected official.

The RCMP is launching 
an awareness campaign 
throughout the province to 
educate business people 
about money laundering 
and how it can be stopped. 

The Integrated Proceeds 
of Crime sections in both 


Edmonton and Calgary 
will be available this sum¬ 
mer to help businesses 
combat the crime and its 
effects on the community 
through a program called 
Merchants Against Money 
laundering. Four universi¬ 
ty students representing 
the RCMP will conduct the 
sessions, educating busi¬ 


ness people on how to 
combat the issue. 

Sgt. Steven Scott, a 
member of the I PC unit in 
Calgary, said drug traffick¬ 
ers and fraudsters will 
often launder money by 
paying cash for cars, jew¬ 
elry and other expensive 
items. When the business 
receives the ill-gotten 


money, they unknowingly 
help the criminals to con¬ 
ceal the original illegal 
source of funds. 

“When a bad guy ... is 
allowed to spend their pro¬ 
ceeds of crime it’s just one 
more avenue for them to 
gain from (crime)," he 
said. 


ellers, and car dealerships 
aren’t required to report 
large cash purchases as 
banks are, so when crimi¬ 
nals purchase items, there 
is no way to track the flow 
of money. By purchasing 
the items, the original 
source of money is then 
concealed. 

“In fairness to the busi¬ 


nesses, we don’t want 
them to turn down sales, 
we don’t want salespeople 
to lose commissions, busi¬ 
ness has to go on. When 
they knowingly or 
unknowingly allow a drug 
trafficker to buy toys, they 
are basically allowing 
them to continue with the 
offence," Scott said. 

It also becomes much 
more difficult to investi¬ 
gate once ill-gotten money 
is turned into, for exam¬ 
ple, a car, which is then 
registered in someone 
else’s name. 

Scott said money laun¬ 
dering is becoming an 
increasing problem in 
southern and central 
Alberta, with drug traffick¬ 
ers and telemarketing 
fraudsters trying to con¬ 
ceal their ill-gotten gains. 
Fraudsters could try to 
launder their money any¬ 
where in central and 
southern Alberta. 

“It is a problem but ulti¬ 
mately we don’t want to 
support (criminals),” he 
said. 

The RCMP’s IPC section 
works closely with the 
commercial crime section, 
which also investigates 
identity theft, counterfeit 
money and credit card 
theft rings. It has been 
operating in Edmonton for 
three years and this is the 
second year in Calgary.
